The quantity of bad butler in this 


country is surprising, not in the 
west and south only, where farmers 
and planters do not understand and 
do not care to learn the art of mak- 
ing it, but in the middle states and 
even in New England, where it is 
better made than anywhere else. 
The chief trouble is ignorance as to 
the method of working butter. Com- 
paratively few work out the butter- 
milk, and consequently the butter, 
however sweet at first, will not keep. 
A great many people, fortunately 
for their palates, have no idea what 
good butter is, being incapable of 
telling good from bad. But a great 
many others know so well that they 
can eat but the best, and the best is 
very hard to get, and very expens- 
ive also. Even in great cities like 
New York, Boston, Chicago and 
Cincinnati, good butter cannot be 
pd except at what is called a fancy 
price. Here, for example, many 
families are obliged to pay fifty 
cents a pound during spring and 
summer, one dollar a pound during 
autumn and winter for prime butter. 
Philadelphia butter, as it is named, 
commands from seventy-five cents 
to one dollar the year round. 
The 


first-class hotels and restaurants al- 
ways have excellent butter; they 
are obliged to have it. 
But the 


moment you leave them, the butter 
is precarious, even suspicious. 
In- 


deed you very rarely get it. 
Not 


nearly enough good butter is made 
to supply the demand of any ordi- 
nary rates. You must pay double 
price to secure it. 
It is nearly as 


easy to make good as it is to make 
poor butter; but farmers have not 
yet found it out. If competent 
persons would go through the coun- 
try instructing others how to make 
outter, it would be an important 
and benevolent work. 
What the 


quality of butter was in ancient 
times is unknown. 
Many people 


think that it is a modern article of 
toed, but it seems to have been used 
largely by the ancient Hebrews. 
The earliest distinct mention of it is 
by Herodotus, and frequent refer- 
ence is made to it by writers of the 
same age. The old Greeks and 
Romans employed it as an ointment 
in their baths, the former obtaining 
their knowledge of it from 
the 


Scythians, Thracians and Phrygi- 
ans, while the Romans got butter 
from Germany. 
In southern Eu- 


rope it is now very sparingly used, 
and in Italy, Spain, Portugal and 
southern France, it is sold by apoth- 
ecaries medically, for external ap- 
plication. This is the greatest but- 
ter making state iu the union, about 
one-fourth of all the butter in the 
country being produced in New- 
York—Chautauqua, Delaware, Jeff- 
erson, St. Lawrence, Orange and 
Otsego exceeding all other counties. 
Something like 140,000,000 pounds 
are said to be made in the entire 
country, and its value is estimated 
at some $70,000,000. 
If butter 


were properly made, the value of 
the product would be nearly doub- 
led. 
We sorely need missionaries 


in the cause of goou butter.

Decatur baa a good maay things ot 


which it^ citizens arc justly proud, but 
there is no institution in the city which 
enjoys such general popularity among 
all classes of our people ai the Free 
I'ublic Library. 
Every man, woman 


and child within our borders is its 
friend, if not its patron, and the great 
good which it has accomplished in ca) 
tivating a love for reading ia acknowl- 
edged by all. 
Its history is familiar to 


the public, and the struggles which 
marked the earlier period of its exist- 
ence only served to insure its popularity. 
Since it was taken in charge by the city 


council, under tbe provision of the state 
law relating to the organization and 
maintenance of public libraries, the 
general public has scarcely taken 
ihought as to the manner in which its 
current expenses are met, so light has 
been the burden. 


Hut the time has at last arrived 


when it becomes an imperative neces- 
sity to take some steps toward supply- 
ing the losses which age and wear have 
entailed. The amount of money that 
can be raised by taxation for the sup- 
port of the library is limited by law, 
and is only sufficient in amount to meet 
the current expenses and leave a small 
surplus for the purchase of new books. 
The books turned over to the city by 
the managers of the Ladies' Library 
Association in 1373 have seen so muob 


f-ervice that they are about worn out, 
and the new purchases have not been 


.<nfficient to replenish the losses that 
have been unavoidable. The nominal 
number of books in circulation is 3SOO, 
but of those at least 1000 are not read. 
The registered ticket-holders number 
nearly 4000, so that it is not possible 
for all to be in possession of books at 
the same time, and the empty shelves 
eloquently plead the necessity of prompt 
action of some sort towards replenish- 
ing the stock. 
The difference between 


the supply and the demand—unless 
measures are speedily adopted to pro- 
cure new books-r-will grow and increase 
with startling rapidity, and the institu- 
tion must eventually be closed. 
This 


is not a pleading contingency to con- 
template, but it is true, nevertheless, 
iind it is well that the truth should be 
known. 


As we have before stated, the board 


of directors cannot supply the needed 
books out of the money raised by taxa- 
tion—that is, the board cannot supply 
the quantity demanded 
The generos 


ity ot the people of Decatur, which has 
never b"en appealed to in vain, must 
furnish the needed aid, and there never 
was a more opportune time to make the 
tffjrt than now. Not long before the 
death ol the lato librarian, Ilichard L. 
Kvans, a jiumber of the friends of tho 
iibrnry had signified a desire that some- 
thing be done toward* this laudable 
purpose, and that devoted official whose 
demise H so jrcneraljy mourned was 
deeply impressed with fts practicability, 
He was ready to devote to the enter 
prise his great energy and ability, am 
bad he not been so suddenly callec 
from the scene of his unselhsh useful 
ness he would have given it the benefit 


of his beam assistance.

nection we givo place to the following

A Fortune in Eggs and Ducks 


A. B. Robinson, of Gineganset Cor- 


ners, Chenango County, N. Y., is the 
iwner of a mammoth cooler, in which 
IB has now stored about 5,000 barrels 
of eggs. These eggs are purchased 
during the summer at very low prices 
and carefully packed away, and at this 
season they are shipped to New York, 
where they are sold for good prices as 
fresh-laid eggB."

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 6.— 


Upon the opening of court this morn- 
ing Gniteau announced that he had 
prepared an order for the attendance of 
the witnesses he suggested Saturday, 
and would desire the court to sign it at 
once. The order was handed to Judge 
Cox. 


Charles B. Farwell, member of Con- 


gress from Chicago, took the stand. 
He was questioned upon the state of 
feeling between the factions of the Re- 
publican party just previous to the 
shooting of President Garfield. 


Judge Porter objected to taking up 


the time ol the court by this kind of 
evidence. 


Witness was questioned as to his 


acquaintance with the prisoner. The 
prisoner called upon him (witness) at 
his office in Chicago, and showing some 
newspaper slips, said he was about to 
purchase the Inter Ocean, and told wit- 
ness that if he would loan him $200,- 
000 he would make him (witness) Pres- 
ident of the United States. 


Guiteau 
(emphatically) 
"That is 


false. 
I never made any such proposi- 


tion. 
I asked him to put some money 


in the enterprise, but he said he had 
already put $10,000 in the Liter Ocean, 
and would not put in any more." 


Witness again saw the prisoner in 


this city in March last. 
Tho prisoner 


had a recommendation for the Paris 
consulship, and wanted him to sign it. 
Witness never thought the prisoner a 
sane man. 


Upon cross-examination, witness was 


asked if, in tho conversation mentioned, 
he had auy opportunity to form an 
opinion whether the prisoner was able 
to distinguish between right and wrong. 


Scoville objected to the question and 


argued at great length in support of 
hisobjeoiion. 


Guiteau continually broke in and in- 


sisted the question had no bearing on 
the case; that his mind all through 
was blank on the question of right and 
wrong, that he was impelled by an in- 
spiration which he could not resist. 


Judge Cox ruled that 
the question 


could be entertained, and it was again 
put. 


Witness thought there were giades 


of insanity, and did not think the pris- 
oner so insane but that he could dis- 
tinguish between right and wrong. 


Sooville desired to note the eicep 


tion. 


Guiteau again broke in excitedly: -'I 


want this understood right here. 
It 


will put a stop to all this irrelevant 
nonsense. I acted from inspiration." 


Judge Cox—Well, that 
will do, 


prisoner. 
You have said that a great 


many times, and you mustnot interrupt 
the court again. 


Mr. Gorham took the stand. 
A dis- 


cussion ensued between counsel as to 
the form of questions, in which Gui- 
teau insisted in taking part. 
Turning 


to Sooville, he said; "You are getting a 
little cracked yourself on this subject. 
I won't have your line of defense, 
It 


is altogether too narrow." 


Gorham was told to step down, 


when GuitcaH shouted out: "Come back 
Mr. Gorham. 
I want to ask you a few 


questions. I want you to state wheth- 
you did not write and publish in last 
April, May and June a great many bit- 
ter articles denouncing President Gar- 
field for 
wrecking 
the 
Republican 


party?" 


Gorham. 
I decline to answer that 


question unless ordered by the court. 
The files of the Republican speak for 
themselves. 


Judge Cox. You can produce- the 


files, Mr. Prisoner, but you cannot com- 
pel the witness to state what the files 
contain. 


Guiteau. 
Very well, Mr. Gorham, I 


shall have you on the stand later with 
your files. I propose to show how your 
paper denounced the President for dis- 
rupting the Republican party. 


Judge Porter undertook to address 


the court, when Guiteau shouted impe- 
riously "Now, you just keep quiet, Mr. 
Judge Porter, you are altogether too 
talkative this morning." 


Scoville stated that he desired to 


have President Arthur testify in the 
case. 


Guiteau 
(interrupting). 
Yes, and 


Grant and Conkling and the rest of my 
political friends. 
Scoville here takes 


altogether too narrow a view of this 
case." 


Scoville, continuing, said he had 


made every effort to secure the Presi- 
dent's attendance, but without success; 
it was absolutely essential to obtain his 
testimony. 
After some discussion, 


counsel for the prosecution agreed to 
allow Scovil.e to prepare interrogatories 
to be submitted to the President, and 
allow his evidence in this form to be 
put in later. Scoville said that with 
this exception defense had cdncluded. 


Guiteau (excitedly). 1 want that or- 


der signed, Judge." 


Judge Cox. I fail to see the necessi- 


ty for summoning the witnesses yon 
have named, and shall, therefore, re- 
fuse the order, Mr. Prisoner. 


Guiteau. Then I note an exception. 


Reporter, pnt that down. 


Scoville 
then produced 
Guiteau's 


book, "Truth,"' which had been put in 
evidence, but not yet read to the jury. 


Guiteau. Scoville, you read like a 


school boy. 
You don't put any spirit 


into it. Let me read. 


Guiteau then began reading. 
Con- 


fusion ensued in the rear of the court 


room, which greatly annoyed Guiteau, 
and he appealed petulantly to Judge 
Cox, saying: "I must have order in 
this room, or I cannot be heard." Then, 
turning partly around to the audience : 
"If anyone wants to go out, let them 
go out now; but yon must keep order." 
Thirty minutes were occupied in the 
reading, when the hour for recess ar- 
rived. 
Counsel for the prosecution ob- 


jected to the reading of the entire book, 
and, after discussion, it was arranged 
that Scoville should mark such passages 
as he intends to rely upon or touch up- 
on in bis argument, and submit the 
book to tbe prosecution 
to-morrow. 


With this understanding and agreement 
between counsel, relative to evidence 
of President Arthur, Scoville announced 
the close of the defense. 


At the request of Col. Corkhill court 


adjourned until to-morrow, when the 
prosecution will introduce their 
evi- 


dence in rebuttal.

THE WAKD-EHAW CASK. 


On Tuesday afternoon at 1;30 o'clock the 


hearing of testimony by Judge Smith in tho 
Ward7iaf«Jn«conJK* case was resumed, Judge 
Thornton continuing the cross-examination of 
J. C. Spraguo which was suspended on Mon- 
day evening. William Towson, a salesman In 
Washburn'B store at Maoon, testified that lie 
bad soM Dr. Bhaw in October last the pistol 
with which the deceased had ftred »t Ward, 
and Identified the pistol then in court as the 
same weapon. Phillip Chappell, a carpenter 
by trade, got tho pieces of wood out of tho 
celling of Sprague & Bpouner's drug store on 
Tuesday forenoon, and described their loca- 
tion with reference to the spot where tho 
shooting was done. Tho two bullets-each 32 
calibre—were also exhibited, both being in a 
battered state, having gone through the Inch 
ceiling and lodged In'the flooring above. Sub- 
sequently these bullets «ere placed in a scale 
and weighed. Judge Smith hold the scale and 
observed that each bullet was about tho same 
weight. Then one of the 32-calibro bullets 
was taken olT the balance, and Mr. Crea put 
one of the 3S-callbre bullets taken <iut of the 
revolver used by Ward on the scale, and that 
sldcot the balance went down quickly. Dr, 
Waldron, of Blue Mound, who made tho jw«( 
mintrm examination of Dr. Shaw, testified as 
tothefiitul character of the wound and de- 
tci llicJ tlie cmirso of tho ball. He did not llnd 
a pistol on shnw, but altorwards saw it lu pos- 
session ot E. T. Shaw, from whom ho obtained 
It. Two of the chambers were empty. 
Ben- 


jumln Cross, a grocer at Blue Mound, tcatilled 
that on the night of the shooting he noticed 
two men stop la front of Spragno &• Spoonor's 
store. Ho saw one of tho men go in, and a 
few moments afterward he heard two shots 
tired, tho last one being louder than the flrstv 
II. Mueller, the gunsmith, of this Iclty. was 
put on the stand to testily as an expert in the 
use of firearms. 


WARD'S STATEMENT IN FULL.

Ho appeared calm and 
collected and told a straightforward storv 
without displaying any disposition to screen 
himself in any manner Ho testified about as 
follows: 1 know Dr. Shaw for about two 
years before his death. I am past il years oC 
ago, and have lived at Blue Mound, in this 
county, during? the past six years. Saw Dr. 
Shaw on the evening ofNov.llth.

Sprague & Spoonor's drug store when he en- 
tered; was there about 
'•> minutes before he 


camoin. I round J.C. Spragne sitting near 
the stove in the store when 1 went In. He 
spoke to me and 1 walked towards him. I 
bought a bottle of expoctorantfrom him. He 
drew the cork at my request, and 1 gave him 
a 83 bill. I told him after 1 had received the 
bottle that I wanted, a cigar, and be went be- 
hind the north counter to get it for me. I 
handed Sprague a box of the "Lucky" brand 
of cigars off the large show case and ho was 
in the act of opening it with some sort of a 
knife when the front door opened and Dr. 
Shaw came in. Spraguo and I were standing 
near the low show case at this tlmo and Mr. 
Sprague either had the box In his hands or on 
the counter. Tho opening oE the door at- 
tracted my attention in that direction. Dr. 
Shaw came in rapidly. Did not see anything 
in his hands when he fired. He kept on com- 
ing toward me. He had both hands before 
him when he tired, I was looking at him wnen 
he flred at me. I ran to a side door, and pull- 
ed out my revolver, which I carried in my hip 
pocket, as I ran. I couldn't got out of tho 
side door. I thought it was locked. I then 
turned and ran towards the west end of the 
store behind the north counter and hoped to 
get out of the front door. Dr. Shaw followed 
me Irnd we met at the small case, I on the to 
side and the doctor on the outside of the coun 
ter. Shaw was in the act of shooting at me 
when I Bred. I was very much excited—never 
more so In all my life.' Shaw's pistol wasnol 
more than two feel from me when 1 flred 
Wo were west of tbe tall show case about a 
foot when I flred. Cannot tell which of us 
was nearest tho front door at the time. Aftei 
firing the shot I ran out of the front door. A1 
I reached the door I met the doctor's SOD, E 
T.Shaw. 1 raised my revolver and he step 
ped aside. 1 went on out into tho street. Jus 
as Dr. Shaw rushed In, Sprague ran towart 
him, raised up hts hands and called out "Doc- 
tor! doctor!" 1 startel for tho side doo 
when Shaw flred. I ran as quickly as possible 
because I didn't want to get shot. I wante' 
to getaway. I only heard two shoU flred, 
didn't hoar the doctor's pistol go off who 
mine did. Don'trememberwhethcr there wa 
n struggle across the counter at the time 
flred or not—it was done so quick—In an in 
atant. Had heard bcforo coming homo of th 
threats that had been made by the docio 
against my life—that he would shoot meo 
sight. A. W. Morris told me so. I received 
letter which sontained such Information. Hud 


usual place of alighting. E. T. Shaw was 
agent and operator at the depot for the Wa- 
bash company. By getting oft the train the 
way I did, Igot partway up town before 
tbe train pulled out, thus escaping observa- 
tion by any one on the depot platform. Morris 
told me that same evening of the telegram 
that had been sent to Shaw. He told me tho 
contents. I remained at home that evening 
and Went to bed at about 9 o'clock. Morris, 
Powles and others talked with me about Shaw 
and they advised me to go away. They said 
the doctor would be over after me, but they 
didn't say what he would do. I'owles said he 
would go away if he were me. I first made up 
my mind to go away, and got my overcoat.but 
I thought things would be just the eame 
should 
I 
ever 
return and 
so 
I 


decided not to leave. I made arrangements 
with Powles to go to Macon on Friday to see 
Miss Shaw, and 1 was to go to the school house. 
I said 1 would marry Miss Shaw to convince 
the people I was straight and put an end to 
tho trouble. . I said this on Thursday evening, 
Nov. 
10th. It rained hard all day Friday, and 


I remained in Blue Mound. I got supper on 
theeveningof Nov. llth, and wont down to 
the drug store to get the medicine. I came to 
Decatur on Saturday, Nov. 12th; went straight 
to the Sheriff's office and gave myself up to 
the custody of Deputy Sheriff Mauzy. I have 
been in iaii ever since. 
The prisoner here 


identified the revolver (a;i3-calibre) he used 
in shootinff Shaw and continued: There was 
but one chamber empty when I gave the re- 
volver to Mr. Palmer. 1 fired only one shot in 
the drug store. Did uot reload any of the chair, 
bers thut niglit. The revolver was in.the 
same conditions lien delivered to Mauzy. Af- 
ter the shooting that evening I went 2^ miles 
In tbe country nml stopped at Mr. Bowers' 
house. I asked Bowers to come to Decatur 
with me .on Saturday hut he objected. He 
thought it would be better for him to goto 
the Mound and get Constable Shiek to go 
with me. .1 olijecteil to that nnd then Bowers 
went and got Mr. I'ulmer. and ho cume to De- 
catur with me. We first started on horseback 
to go to Niantic, intending to come from there 
on the- passenger train, but wo llnally con- 
cluded to ride to Di-catur, and we did 80. 1 
told Bowers and Palmer what I hud done nnd 
related all the circumstances. I went to Bow- 
ers' house because I didn't know what would 
happen. When I rau into the street from the 
drug store 1 went through a lumber ynrd, at 
the same tune thinking Twhere I would go. I 
then started off for Luke MoKinney's house, 3 
miles distant. On the way I wailel around In 
water and dually came to Howr-rs'house, I 
did not know that Dr. Shaw was dead unti! I 
wastoldso in jail by Mr. Mauzy, 1 shot at 
Dr. Shaw because I thought "it was my only 
show for my life; or I would (ret killed my- 
self." I Rot my revolver In Deoutur on Ihe 
evening of Nov. Dth. Uavo owned several 
pistols during my life but was not m the habit 
of carrying weapons. Got tho pistol because- 
I feared I would ba attackort. 1 gut It after I 
heard of the threats that had been mndo 
against my life. 1 had not soeii Shaw bcforo 
ho entered the drug store that evening. 


Coroner Dinucen, who held tho formal m" 


miestontlic body of Shaw on Sunday, Nov. 
li, testified that ho had bceu handed the bul- 
let taken out of his body, and Deputy Sheriff 
Mau/.y related the circumstance of Ward com.

A Few Timely Hints from Sup't Trainer 


on the Smallpox Question and 


Otber Matters. 


The county has been divided into 21 


Great Districts, and the pupils now know 
where the ceutral school is located. If 
ihe teacher has done his duty he haa ex- 
plained fully the plans for grading the 
schools of the country districts 


There are 141 school districts outside of 


Decatur. 


Now and then we hear of a teacher who 


has not, examined the little folks. Let 
the patrons of such schools look to it that 
the primary pupils are not neglected. 
They should 
be examined and their 


grades recorded just as carefully as the 
advanced grades. When we neglect the 
little ones we are not doing ourfint duty. 


The smallpox is just across the line in 


Logan county. Waile it may not reach 
Macon couniy, every board ot directors 
should see to it that all members of the 
school are vaccinated. This precaution 
now seems necessary. 


"My boy John wants to go to the near- 


est school (there are two) in this district, 
but the directors have ordered h m to go 
to the farther one; can they compel him 
to go there?" No. But he must go there 
or stay out of school. They 
may say

month? Has he made out the grades of 
your pupils and sent them to you?
